To this inspired group January 20, 1938 will an epoch maki . On that d Ш group of Baptists 
began to write the first ing history irs. Coming out of the Hopewell Baptist Church, this 
group organized themselves fee what was then known as the Mt. Moriah Mission beginning in the home of Deacon 
F. ОВгуап at 31 Prince Street, Newark, N. J. At this meeting, $5.00 was raised. 


‘The first services held by this group was Sunday, January 23, 1938 at 123 Pri Newark, at which time steps 
were taken for permanent goes prs late Rev. W. A. McCloud was selected i to deliver the first sermon. 142 
members heard thi itan Baptist Church was started on its way. At the temporary 


organization, Deacon F. O'Bryant was pascal chairman of the Deacon Board; the late Jeremiah Smith was elected 
Financial Secretary and Oscar Wilson was elected Treasurer. Other officers elected were: Deacons William Sims, John. 
Smith, J. L. Dargon, C. Israel and M. Shipman. Bro. C. L. O'Bryant was elected chairman of the Trustee Board. Others 
elected were: William Harrison, Charles Helm, Levy Stanford, Samuel Smith, John Washington, Jasper Slaughter, 
John Magwood, Solomon Williams and John Wynn. 


‘The offering for the day was $87.05. 


On May 11, 1958 at 11 o'clock, the Building Committee, Deacon Е. O'Bryant, Wm. Sims, Trustee C. L. O'Bryant, John 
Wynn and Jasper Slaughter paid a deposit of $1,000.00 on our present site, 32-34 Prince Street, Newark, N. J. 


On June 3, 1938, the Permanent Council of the North Jersey Baptist Association met at 123 Pri 1:00 P.M. 
to set in Council with the previously named Mt. Moriah Mi the Baptist Church) 

said Mission as a regular Missionary Baptist Church. The meeting was called to order by the late Rev. W. T. Watkins. 
А Recognition Committee was appointed as follows: Rev. S. A. Donnell, Chairman, Rev. H. G. Pope, C. T. Wileher, C.

Under the leadership of the Rev. Mr. Waters, the 
grow Шу. The church succeeded in purchasing one of the most 
outstanding dium а inthe City erie $20,000.00. Th ion marched into their new 
quarters Sunday, February 11, 1940 for the 11:00 A.M. services. 
One highlight each year is but a recognition of the men and women who have contributed their all to make this one 
of the greatest churches in the Baptist world. 


On the Second Sunday in May, 1940, the Corner Stone was laid by the Prince Hall Masons, F. & A. M. 


In December, 1941, the congregation purchased and installed a Hammond Organ, and in April, 1942, the church was 
renovated and redecorated. 


On the 24th day of October, 1942, the Lord called our Pastor from Labor to his reward. At the close of the year, 1942, 
the membership has increased to 1,390. 


After the passing of the late Pastor, Rev. Waters, the church moved on smoothly under the supervision of the officers 
with the assistance of Rev. C. V. Orndorff. A call was extended to the Rev. J. L. Campbell of Memphis, Tenn. who was 
elected after a few visits. He set a ay to liquidate the second mortgage of $3,717.00 and then declined the call. The 
officers mon final i the church, after which our present pastor, 
Rev. B. F. сеа of Goldsboro, N. C^ was extended a call, and, after a few brief visits, accepted the call and came to 
usin April, 1944. On April 3, 1944, we had our final Mortgage Burning of $4,358.23. During the remainder of the year, 
under the leadership of our new pastor, we purchased a parsonage at 400 Bergen Street, Newark at the cost of 
$9,000.00. 


During the year, 1945, the membership grew numerically and the finance was increased two-fold. 


In 1946, we purchased the building at 26 Prince Street, adjacent to the church, for the sum of $9,000.00 to be used as 
a Community Center. 

In 1948, we purchased the property at 29 Broome Street which is being used as a parking lot for the parishioners. The 
outlook for Metropolitan is still bright, for in our congregation we have National, State and ES Workers who are 
working hard to make abeac 
Е E ced the'rersdeling and rewiring. painting- and decorating the church. 


The next years find us still toiling, still progressing and on the upward climb. Our membership has increased greatly, 
so much so until our membership had to be divided, the youth from the adults. So in 1956, a Junior Church was born. 
Today, after thirty five years of much sacrifice, prayer and a faith that did not shrink. Metropolitan has grown to be 
one of the most outstanding churches in the Church world. 

At the close of 1957 the membership has grown from a mere 142 to 5,321 with an asset of over $250,000.00. 

Due to changing urban developments our church neighborhood has become void of many residents. Despite this fact 
our membership has maintained an average of 2,000. 

The Sunday School, long led by Deacon Alton Reese and later under the helm of Deacon Bishop Long and presently 
Dea. David King, maintains an overflowing enthusiastic, young group which demands every available nook for class 
occupancy. 

‘The Missionary Society under the leadership of Mrs. B. F. Johnson (C. B. Douglas Johnson) maintains an attractive 
program for it's 15 active circles.

Between 1976 and 1978 the first Mini-bus was purchased; properties at 25 Broome Street and 38 Prince Street were 
purchase. 


In 1982, Rev. Charles L. Sanders became the Assistant to the Pastor . 


In 1984 the lot on South Orange Avenue from Broome to Prince Street was purchased; a second Mini-bus was bought. 
In 1985 a computer was purchased for the church office. In 1987 а Video-Camera and equipment was purchased.

During 1990, the foundation was laid on this site located at 149 Springfield Avenue, Newark, N.J. The new edifice is 
now under construction for continued Praise & Worship to the Glory of God.

December 1, 1991, Metropolitan Baptist Church started a bond drive to complete the financing of our new church.
